Bloem- 
fontein itself ie not likely to be de- 
fended, since Pretoria has become for 
all practical purposes the capital of 
both Dutch republics, but these inter- 
vening river ridges will enable Cronje 
to make a long running fight. South 
Africans tell me that the strongest de. 
fensive position in the Free State is 
a high ridge between Ventersburg and 
Senegal, north of Bloemfontein, and 
that Roberts's main battle will be 
fought there. 

This position is connected with La- 
dysmith by the Harrismith Railway, 
and there are three strategic railways 
available for communication with the 
rear and converging at Johannesburg 
for Pretoria. Roberte and Kitchener 
have already surprised both the Boer 
commanders and the military writers 
with the unexpected plan, and they 
may do M again. They may avoid 
Bloemfontein, turn the Ventersburg- 
Senegal line of defense and strike for 
Pretoria 


There are signs of activity all along 
the British line. Clements’s Dragoons, 
with the Australians, have been recon- 
nokering the enemy's position west of 
Rensburg, and drawing fire from two 
Vickers Maxims at Vaal Kop. Bra- 
bant, the popular Cape leader, has 
been showing his mettle by attacking 
the Dutch outeide of Dordretcht, where 
they were intrenched. The colonial 
forces were under fire throughout Fri- 
day and bivouacked in front of the 
entrenchments. They had not finished 
the day’s work, for at midnight they 
carried the trenches at the point of 
the bayonet. Dordretcht has again 
been occupied, but the Dutch still hold 
the hille northeast of town.

The French mission was absent from 
France nearly two years, returning in 
October, 1897, after a thorough investi- 
gation of the agricultural, industrial 
and commercial conditions, which is 
not to be made public, but be recorded 
for the use of the several chambers 
of commerce which shared in the ex- 
pedition. The French are somewhat 
wary of the publication of the report 
of this commission, since the commis- 
sion sent to China in 1843 for the pur- 
pose of discovering means of extend- 
ing French trade published an elabor- 
ate report, which is said to have be- 
come more profitable to England than 
to France. 

The Germans, profiting by this ex- 
ample, have also omitted to give to 
the general public the public result of 
the work of their commercial mission, 
which returned to Germany in 1899, 
after fifteen months of study of China 
and other Eastern Asiatic countries. 
The German commission was especi- 
ally thorough in its work, collecting 
large numbers of samples of the goods 
required and used by the people of 
the countries which they visited, and 
making from them an exhibit which 
is only open to those persons actually 
interested. 


The pending measures, as introduced, 


only provide that the commission shall 
visit China and Japan, whose imports 
form only about one-third of those of 
the Orient, whose trade the United 
States, with the Nicaragua Canal, may 
be expected to command. American

TREBELLI’S FAREWELL CONCERT 
LARGELY ATTENDED. 

Mile. Antoinette Trebelli sang her 
way into the hearte of another de- 
lighted audience at the Burbank The- 
ater yesterday afternoon. Notwith- 
standing that circumstances set 4n 
unusual day for a concert of the char- 
acter given, unusual in this, as in 
many, though not all American com- 
munities, yet the social and musical 
culture of Los Angeles was well repre- 
sented. The appreciation of the audi- 
ence of the admirable work of the ar- 
tiste was plainly manifest in the warm, 
responsive, and at times, very demon- 
strative, applause succeeding the num- 
bers, Mile. Trebelli’s singing is indica- 
tive of schooling in the pure Italian 
method. She, too, combines qualities 
of voice and temperament that are 
rarely found, in similar degree, among 
even our most’ celebrated artistes—a 
brilliancy, flexibility and smoothness of 
voice, and euperb technical capabili- 
tes, that enable her to do such effective 
colorature work, and a temperament 
capable of expressing through a re- 


dictates, ranging from sympathetic 
tenderness, or cheerful humor, to dra- 
matic fire. Mlle. Trebelli’s versatility 
was given ample ecope in yesterday’s, 
as in Th s, concert by § the 
widely differing character and style of 
her numbers, as instanced in the 
dainty, charmingly sung, short “Taran- 
telle,” by Bizet; the quaint composi- 
tion of Haydn, “My Mother Bid Me 
Bind My Hair,” that hae done service 
in repertoires, and as an encore num- 
ber of many great and lesser 
for several generations: or the more 
dramatic compositions by Tschaikow- 
eki (“Pourquol,”) and Mozart (from 
“Figaro.”") No less interesting in se- 
lection or delivery were the exceed- 
ingly brilliant “Bolero” by Verdi, that 
evoked such enthusiastic applause, the 
“Dole un Pensier” by Puzzi, or Salnt- 
Saens’s bright, beautiful, 
Saint-Saenian “La Bas.” 
sitions by Lee (“Away, Awag:”") Horn 
(“Cherry Ripe,”) and Cowen (‘The 
Swaliows,”) were less interesting, 
musically, than the other numbers on 
the programme, and were effective 
more because of their interpretation 
than because of any intrinsic worth.
